Deputy Zollo further agrees, with regard to this litigation, to relinquish and expressly 
waives all rights conferred upon him by the provisions of California Civil Code 
Section 1542, which reads as follows: 


“A general release does not extend to claims which 
the creditor does not know or suspect to exist in his 
favor at the time of executing the release, which if 
known by him must have materially affected his 
settlement with the debtor.” 


The parties agree that this Agreement may be specifically enforced in court and may 
be used as evidence in a subsequent proceeding in which any of the parties allege a 
breach of ihis Agreement. 


This agreement may be executed in one or more counterparts, each of which shall be 
deemed an original, but all of which together shall constinite one and the same 
instrument. A photocopy of facsimile transmission of the agreement, including 
signatures, shall be deemed to constitute evidence of the agreement having been 
executed. 


The date of the last signature placed hereon shall hereinafter be known as the “date 
of execution” and the effective date” of this agreement. 


The parties agree that this is the complete settlement agreemer t and that no other 
promises have been made by either party. The parties further agree that no changes 
may be made to this settlement agreement unless both parties reduce the changes to 
writing and sign them.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s 
Office has completed its review of the August 24, 2003 fatal shooung of Deondre 
Brunston by Los Angeles County Sheriff's (LASD) Deputies EEE William Zollo, 
Ronald Licata, Travis Morrow, Kamal Ahmad, Raymond Munoz, Gilbert Jurado, John 
Perez, David Piquette, and Richard Hoffman. Based upon the information submitted to 
this office, we have determined that the deputies acted lawfully in self-defense and the 
defense of others 


The following analysis is based upon a series of reports prepared by the LASD submitted 
to this office on January 14, 2004, including a videotape depicting events leading up to 
the shooting and the shooting itself. The District Attorney Command Post was notified 
of this shooting at 10:00 p.m. on August 24, 2003. Deputy District Attorney Margo 
Baxter and District Attorney Senior investigator MM cspon.dec to the scene 
where they were given a briefing, provided with a “walk through” of the scene and 
participated in witness interviews. No compelled siatements were presented or 
considered for purposes of this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 
On August 24, 2003, LASD Deputies Hacc Zollo were working a ae car 


when they received a radio call of a family disturbance at MM 126" Street in the 
city of Los Angeles. They responded to the location which was

Saas Deondre Brunston. E. iso present at the time. [end 
Brunston had been arguing all day. A pushing match ensued afier which SM grabbed 
a broom and swung it at Brunston. She missed, strikin: E Both and B 
were pregnant at the ime.

BE :oid her 17 year-old =a 
to get a knife and stab Brunston HE attempted to do so but missed, strikin az 
in the forearm. Brunston got up and fled to apartment #lllfwhere he lived. elso 
left the location and Jcalied 911. She had several welts on her forehead and 
claimed that when she was taken to the ground she became momentarily unconscious. 


Upon arrival, Mi end Zoilo spoke briefly with a s year-old land 
found out that Brunston was in apartment 4 f the same address. Deputy vent 
to # to speak with Brunston. [asked an older man who answered the door if 
Deondre (Brunston) was there. The man said that he was and went inside the apartment 
to get him. GM heard someone knocking on an interior door. A few seconds later, the 
man returned and told that Brunston had just jumped out of a back window. 


From his position, Deputy Zollo saw Brunston jump from one of the building’s second 
story windows. Zollo followed Brunston who ran westbound on 126" Street grabbing at 
his waistband as he ran. Brunston ran about three houses down then tumed north down 
the driveway of Ml East 126" Street. Brunston ran onto a small porch that was 
partially concealed by a stucco wall. Once on the porch, Brunston tumed and faced 
Zollo. Brunston crouched down with the wall to his left side. Brunston’s right arm was 
across his body with his hand behind the wall as if he were attempting to conceal 
something behind the wall. There were a number of vehicles in the driveway area. Zollo 
took cover behind a white van. {i arnved and broadcast a request for back-up 
deputies and equipment including an “Arwen,” a rifle that fires rubber bullets, stun 
grenades or tear gas, and a bean bag shotgun. Numerous assisting units arrived including 
two K-9 handlers and their dogs. The deputies were positioned in a semi-circular pattern 
behind vehicles and other objects for concealment and cover south of Brunston’s 
location. 


Deputy Es: up a video camera on a chair and recorded approximately 20 
minutes of the stand off. The tape shows the right side of Brunston’s body and the porch 
area. The deputies are off screen to the right. The voices of various deputies can be 
heard throughout the tape. 


The tape shows Brunston’s right arm across his body with his right hand concealed 
behind the porch wall. During the incident he repeatedly requested to speak to his 

Hic told deputies, “Either [J come talk to me or I die here.” 
He also said, “I swear to God I’m going to kill one of you all.” A sergeant can be heard 
attempting to get Brunston to peacefully surrender. Brunston told the Deputies that he is 
ready to die. Brunston was calm at first but became more agitated when the K-9 units 
and their dogs arrived and the dogs began barking. Bnunston told the deputies 


rl 
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that if they deployed a dog or shot him with a bean bag shotgun he would shoot the dog. 
He also said, ““Wherever that dog comes from, I’m shooting at yall.” He told the 
deputies he had “one gun with thirteen shots.” He also told them that he is wanted for 
murder and was not going back to prison. 


One of the K-9 handlers, later identified as Deputy then spoke to Brunston. 
He told Brunston it was his last chance to put his gun down before a dog was released. 

At this point, Brunston rose up from a squat to a lunge position. His body was rigid and 
he was intensely focused on the deputies in front of him. As the dog was released, 
Brunston stood and extended his right arm and hand straight out m front of him. Ashe 
did so he released an object from his hand. Fearing that the object in Brunston’s hand 
was a weapon, ten deputies fired upon him. Deputies Zollo, Licata. Jurado, 
Piquette and Hoffman each fired multiple shots from their 9mm Beretta service weapons. 
Deputy Munoz and Morrow each fired one round from their departmentally issued 
shotguns. Deputy Ahmad fired 11 rounds from his departmentally issued Colt M16 rifle. 
Deputy Perez fired 8-10 rounds from his departmentally issued AR-15 rifle. 


Brunston suffered multiple gunshot wounds and was pronounced dead at the scene by 
paramedics who were standing by at the location at the time of the shooting. The 
deployed dog was also fatally wounded by deputy fire. It was determined that contrary to 
his words and actions, Brunston had not been armed with a firearm. A small black sandal 
was found in the immediate vicinity and may have been the object seen in Brunston’s 
hand as he stood up and extended his right arm towards the deputies. 


An autopsy was conducted on August 26, 2003, by Los Angeles County Deputy Medical 
Examiner, Raffi S. Djabourian, M.D. The cause of death was determined to be multple 
gunshot wounds. 


O0 W her EE were subsequently interviewed regardin 


Brunston. Wod investigators that she and Brunston had been Ht: nearly 
years. She characierized Brunston as mentally unstable; when he feared he may lose her 
he talked about committing suicide. a: -o told investigators that Brunsion 
told her several times that he wanted to kill himself and that he did not have much to live 
for. 


LEGAL ANALYSIS 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of another 
if it reasonably appears that the person claiming the right of self-defense or the defense of 
another actually and reasonably believed that he was in imminent danger of great bodily 
injury or death. People v. Williams, (1977) 75 Cal App.3d 731. 


In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar 
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circumstances, to be necessary to prevent the injury which appears to be imminent. 
CALJIC 5.30, 5.32. 


Where the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law 
does not weigh into nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be 
justified in killing because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety. 
People v. Collins (1961) 189 Cal.App.2d 575. 


Actual danger is not necessary to justify the use of deadly force in self-defense. Ifone is 
confronted by the appearance of danger which one believes, and a reasonable person in 
the same position would believe, would result in death or great bodily injury, one may act 
upon those circumstances. The right of self defense is the same whether the danger is 

real or apparent. People v_ Toledo (1948) 85 Cal App.2d 577 


CONCLUSION 


On August 24, 2003, Deondre Brunston did everything he could to convince deputies at 
the scene that he was in possession of a loaded firearm and was going to use it to shoot as 
many deputies as possible. According to Mand her I Brunston was suicidal. 
Attempts to negotiate a peaceful surrender were unsuccessful. A K-9 Unit dog was 
deployed in an attempt to end the standoff without deadly force. As soon as the dog was 
released, Brunston abruptly stood up and fully extended his right arm toward the 
deputies. Brunston had a black object in his hand which he released toward the deputies. 
Ten deputies, in fear for their own lives and those of their fellow deputies, fired multiple 
rounds from various service weapons fatally wounding Brunston. 


We conclude that Deputies I Zollo, Licata, Morrow, Ahmad, Munoz, Jurado, Perez, 
Piquette and Hoffman acted in lawful self-defense and defense of others, We are closing 
our file and will take no further action regarding this matter.
